Here is some spraying inforiiiixtion 
boiled down originally for Tho l<'ai-w 
Jonriiol and oontainiiiK pointers tor 
readers in wntif tocality t 

Spray for the eaHy till of the taaf ot 
the pear, apple, aabwe, dieiijr, eamat: 
the cracking of Um liear; the rot of tb* 
chenf, plum aadgrapei apple scab: rust 
of tho strawberry and blackberry, leu 
and potato blight and rot. These dis- 
eases are caused by fungi, and these 
tongi can be rendered largely inert by 
sprayfaig. 

Spray also to prevent damage by in 
sects, by leaf lice, npplo worms, apple 
maggots, liorrrs. leaf slup:s. cnreulio 
currant wor^i;;, e^iMia^re worms and tlio 
potato l>eetl('s; also liy lire an.l Hies on 
animals anil in eliieken liousrs, uml for 
mustr ri'Uars, bail drains anil sink -i. 

The l.ordi au.\ iiii.xtnro seeins tu be all 
that is necessary for most Rpccies of 
fungi. Here is one formula for luakiii'^ it; 

I'nt about 20 gallons of clean wa'er in 
a barrel, pnt fonr jiounds of sulphate of 
eoppi r iu a coarse sack and suspend it In 
the water Just behnr tbe snrfoce. In 
abont tS howi tim aitdi wiU be empty. 
When two er thrto ponnds ol Ume 
are thorongbly alaksid nndar water and 
oofjled, stir well, ard after it is partially 
bottled pour off t'lo milk of tho limo 
and add it to tho copjicr solution, strain 
InR It throngh n pii ei- of t),e':ri!ig. This 
t^esout tbe bulk of tlie lime Bcdiiuent, 
and OS it Is again str liiad lus it goes Into 
tbe sjirayer there is little chance of clog- 
ging the nozzle. After tho Hue water Is 
added tho barrel is filled with rican 
water to the amount of 4.") or .» gallons. 
Hud tho iui.\turo is ready tor usu Stir 
well before filling tho spray r. 

Paris preen ii tho laau ii.il for leaf 
eatiii;^ ilisi-eta. Wm i: I'liir^i and insects 
arc to Ik- met at llie «aine time, thoi>uris 
ifi'eeii tu Ix) uiixeil v.-ith the Ixirdeanx 
mixture, thi-ec or funrouncog to u barrel 
of water. Take five nonuds of tobacco 
stems, steep them la wne gallona of wa- 
ter for three honrs, atnda we oooooetloa 
and add sniBclaBt water to make oaven 
gallons. TUa to for aptaylag iateets, 
snch aa Ilea on phurts and animals, and 
kills byoontaet. Carbonate of eopi)cr 
di.-solved In ammonia \s ,\. sin lungieiile. 
is largely recommended ami used, but it 
is moro e.xpensivo than the lK)rileaux 
mixture.

The Committee 
met aceording to the call, and the 
result of till' meeting i< a candidate in 
the pcrsou of Mr. Isaac Linley, of Liv- 
ingaton, for the Legishiture. 

The Third Party Committee was 
calle<l to order Muuday at the court 
lioiuae by Dr. J. B. dark, of Marion, 
Mr. W. £. Flanary presenteil renolu- 
tiona andorring the Omaha platform, 
and nominating Isaac Linley for the 
LagisfaUura. The chairman put the 
reaolntiont on their pamaga, aad they 
were ailopted without <linn»naion. 

Mr. Liuley was iutrudoeed by Mr. 
A.H.OMditt. Haaaidthat ha ac- 
cepted the nomination and was proud 
01 It Ha endorsed the Third party 
platform fltmt end tn end. He thought 
the Government ought to loan the 
I>eople money at t low rata of hterest, 
if the i)enpl(' coidd give the Govern- 
ment good security; if they could se 
cure it by laud mortgages. He was 
for free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
He wanted the Goverment to buy the 
railroads. 

He thought the Democratic party 
was incapable. He had nothing 

against tlic llcpulilican i>arty; some of 
the brightest pages iu the history of 
the oovBtry were made bright by the 

acts of the Hcpulilicaii party, but the 
party had outlived its iiscfuIne."'S. He 
said that he left the Democratic i)arty 
la.'<t fall. Mr. Liuly concluded by 
saying that "if you bear any erll re- 
ports about me do not believe them, 
wait until you see me, none of them 
are true."

He said that 
he was the nominee of the Demoeratie 
party.; the nomination had come to 
hiiu fairly. He was a thorough Dem- 
ocrat, his was the Democracy that was 
expounded by Cleveland, Carlisle and 
Wattanon. This is a tnt country, 
ovtry man has a right to l)elong to any 
IMurty that pleased him best, that while 
he waa a Demoerat, be had no fault to 
flnil with tlie man who belonge<l to 
anyother party. He said that only in 
a general way could he give an idea 
as to what he would favor aa legisla- 
tion.
